WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Jimmy CArter has agreed to sell 
Egypt 38 F-16 fighter-bombers, ad- 
ministration and Congressional 
sources disclosed yesterday. 

Delivery, according to the 
sources, is scheduled to begin 
before the end of this year, assum- 
ing that Congress does not veto the 
proposed sale. 

The sources said that formal 
notification of the sale is expected 
within the next few months. Under 
U.S. law. Congress can block 
foreign arms sales by approving 
concurrent resolutions of disap- 
proval in both houses within 30 days 
after such notification. 

The administration agreed to the 
figure of 38 F-lfl’s, the sources said, 
because Defence Minister Ezer 
Welxman bad reportedly Informed 


U.S. officials during talks in 
Washington last December that 
Israel could “live with anything un- 
der 40.” 

When word of the ad- 
ministration’s plans to sell the ad- 
vanced fighter to Egypt first was 
disclosed last December during a 
closed-door hearing of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the 
specific number of F-16's men- 
tioned was 85. 

Since then, Israel has waged an 
intensive diplomatic campaign 
against that large a sale, seeking to 
reduce it substantially and to 
delay delivery for several years. 

The Israeli effort only seems to 
have succeeded partially, since 
delivery is anticipated to begin 
before the end of this year. 

Israel, as part of the controver- 
sial 1978_ aircraft “package” sale,

Staggered power cuts 
throughout the country arc ex- 
pected to continue today as 
Electric Corporation workers 
maintain their work-to-rnle 
protest against redactions in 
the free electricity allowance 
traditionally granted them. 

The cuts, estimated by 
workers as approximately 10 
per cent, and corporation of- 
ficials at 30 per cent, have 
already caused hundreds of 
millions of pounds worth of 
damage, much more. Treasury 
sources pointed out yesterday, 
than the potential savings for 
the year if the workers' free 
electricity were reduced as 
proposed. 

A corporation power controller 
last night anticipated blackouts 
beginning at about 8:30 this mor- 
ning in the Holon industrial area, 
the Negev and Pet&h Tikva. 
Patients who rely on electrically 
operated machines for lung and 
kidney functions, particularly hard 
hit by the sanctions of the last 
several days, were advised to use 
their machines after 10 p.m., when 
power cuts are most unlikely. 

The workers were officially 
demanding pay increases in 15 
different areas of their contract, 
some of them disputed inter- 
pretations and others new items. 
But the real issue is the Energy 
Ministry’s stated Intention to 
reduce by 40 per cent the amount It 
pays for the employees' free elec-

trlclty, a privilege they have 
traditionally enjoyed. 

The Hlstadrut has given partial 
backing to the workers, criticizing 
them for causing blackouts but op- 
posing unilateral cancellation of the 
free electricity practice. Trade 
Union Department head Y Israel 
Kessar yesterday added that new 
demands should be postponed until 
the current contract runs out, but 
called for arbitration on the issues 
of interpretation and negotiation on 
the free power question. 

Electric Corporation spokesman 
Yossi Kidron yesterday said that 
management was willing to accept 
Hlstadrut arbitration on any dis- 
pute contained in the contract. He 
accused the workers of rejecting 
the Hiatadrut's proposals. 

The Energy Ministry, for its part, 
said yesterday that it would issue 
additional back-to-work orders, and 
the employees were accused at ig- 
noring the ones already Issued. But 
they denied the charge, saying that 
they are only working “to the 
.book,” that Is refusing all overtime. 

A chance breakdown of a major 
electric cable yesterday on the 
Geha highway was repaired quick- 
ly, because it occurred during 
regular work hours. But it blacked 
out large sections of R&mat Gan 


and Givataylm for several hours in 
the morning, adding to the other in- 
terruptions caused by the weaken- 
ed system’s inability to meet peak 
daytime demand. 

Also yesterday, a 40-megawatt 
gas turbine which had been out of 
commission with repairs delayed 
because of the sanctions was put 
back into service, a development 
which. barring further 
breakdowns, should ease the situa- 
tion. 

Manufacturers Association chair- 
man Dov Lautman yesterday 
recommended that plants be shut 
down and workers sent on forced 
vacation until steady power 
supplies are resumed. He said the 
industrialists plan to sue the Elec- 
tric Corporation and the works 
committee for damages, and added 
that it was drafting an outline of 
legislation that would forbid 
workers from cutting electricity. 

One Tel Aviv resident, Avraham 
Goldberg, has already filed suit 
against the corporation, charging it 
with violating its contract to supply 
him regularly. The case Is schedul- 
ed to be heard in court tomorrow. 

In the Knesset. 2l MKs from the 
Likud, NRP. Agudat YJsrael, Sbai 
and Tehiya signed a petition yester- 
day backing Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i in his demand that 
Electric Corporation workers pay 
at least a portion of their electric 
bills. The company's directors have 
proposed a 400-kilowatt-hour a 
month limit on the allowance, 
which would save an estimated

Weizman defends praise of Carter

CAIRO. — Israel's newly- 
established embassy here was 
yesterday asked by the Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry to organize 
ministerial-level meetings between 
the two countries for the beginning 
of next month to review the 
progress of normalisation of 
relations. 

Foreign Ministry sources said 
that they expected bilateral pacts 
in various spheres, including trade 
and cultural exchanges, to be 
wrapped up by March 20. 

The Foreign Ministry emphasis 
on Cairo’s determination to forge 
ahead with full normalization came 
against the background of a moun- 
ting anti-Israeli campaign by the 
opposition parties — the Socialist 
Labour Party and the Unionist 
Progressive Party — as well as by 
Moslem fundamentalists belonging 
to the right-wing Moslem 
Brotherhood movement. 

The three factions have been urg'- 
Ing Cairenes . to stage 


demonstrations to protest Mon- 
day's opening of Israel's embassy 
in the Dokki suburb, and the 
forthcoming arrival of 
ambassador-designate Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar to present his credentials to 
President Anwar Sadat. 

The embassy began functioning 
yesterday, but was not approached 
by any Egyptian citizens. The 
Foreign Ministry had called chargi 
d'affaires Yosef Hada&s yesterday 
to wish the embassy success in its 
mission.

The Egyptian embassy 
diplomatic staff is due to arrive in 
Tel Aviv tomorrow, Egyptian

The Egyptian ambassador- 
designate to Israel, Sa'ad Murt&da 
is expected to join the corps next 
Monday and is due to present Ms 
credentials on Tuesday.

■The announcement, by the mar- 
tial law command in Istanbul, 
came as the government proposed 
the extension of martial law to the 
troubled provinces of Izmir, on the 
Aegean coast, and to Hatay in the 
south.

W. Bank mayors challenge Jordan and PLO

Three leading Arab mayors 
leave for Amman today to de- 
mand a greater say in West. 
Bank affairs. — but they are ex- 
pected to face stiff- opposition 
from Jordan and serious reser- 
vations from officials of the 
Palestine . liberation' Organ- 
ization. 

Mayors Basaam Sh&k’a 
(Nablus), Karim, Khalaf 
(Ramallah) and Mohammed 
Mil hem (HaJfaoui) are crossing the 
river, to participate in Saturday’s 
meeting of the joint Jordan-PLO 
committee oil “the occupied 
territories." 

The committee session comes 
after several months of tension 
between these mayors and the 
Fatah-dorainated mainstream of 
the PLO. It also coincides with 
growing resentment that despite its 
public commitment to the Palesti- 
nian cause. the Hashemite kingdom 
is doing Its utmost to keep the West 
Bank firmly under Its thumb.

Part of the problem concerns 
hard cash — or rather the lack of it: 
little of the $l50m. allocated to 
boost the "steadfastness” Of the oc- 
cupied territories by the November 
1978 anti-Sadat Baghdad summit 
has found its way to the intended 
recipients. 

. But the Issue is basically a 
political one — a reflection of the 
delicate balance of power In the 
West Bank between Jordan and the 
PLO, -and between rival groups 
sheltering under the "umbrella" of 
the Palestinian organization. 

The three mayors who are going 
to Amman are all active members of 
the National Guidance Committee 
(Lajnilt nLTnwjih a l-Wataid,) a 
forum of PLO supporters set up 
after the September 1978 Camp 
David accords to coordinate 
political activity — and primarily 
opposition to autonomy — in the ad- 


ministered territories. 

The 22-member body, which 
operates in a semi-clandestine — 
but by no means secret — manner, 
includes several leading Com- 
munists and others with markedly 
leftist leanings. It conspicuously ex- 
cludes traditionally pro- Hashemite 

figures. 

Despite opposition from the PLO 
leadership, the guidance com- 
mittee forced, the mass resignation 
of all the mayors after Shak’a’s 
arrest last year. And it was against 
sending delegates to the “New 
Outlook” conference In 
Washington, while the PLO 
favoured it. 

The National Guidance 
Committee is highly auspicious of 
Amman's Intentions, and it recent- 
ly expressed strong opposition to 
Jordan's call to Its passport of- 
ficials in the West Bank to return to 


work after 12 years of inactivity. 

It believes that the PLO 
leadership, which has pushed 
through a cautious rapprochement 
with the Hashemite kingdom over 
the past two years. Is acquiescing 
all too easily in Jordan’s firm grip 
on what goes on in the West Bank. 

The way to renewed ties between 
the PLO and Jordan was paved at 
the 1974 Rabat summit conference, 
where King Hussein “abdicated" 
responsibility for the West Bank. 

But no one, least of all the radical 
mayors, has ever accepted this as. 
anything more than an exerclae in 
public relations. 

There were angry disagreements, 
within the PLO a year ago when 
Yasser Arafat began pushing for 
the rapprochement , with Jordan. 
And the current opposition of these 
mayors (Khalaf. for one. Is closely 
Identified with leftist elements In 
the PLO), is in Itself a reflection of 
that internal struggle.

— Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, in one of the greatest 
political comebacks in Canadian 
history, ousted the nine-month-old 
government of Joe Clark and won 
an unprecedented fourth term as 
prime minister in leading his 
Liberal Party to a majority victory. 

The dapper 60-year-old Trudeau, 
who only three months ago had an- 
nounced plans to retire from 
politics, announced his election 
triumph by telling hundreds of sup- 
porters, “Well, welcome to the 
1980's.” 

The scene was the ballroom of the 
Chateau Laurler Hotel, where he 
had conceded defeat to Clark and 
hia Progressive Conservative Party 
only nine months before. 

Unofficial results showed 
Trudeau’s Liberals won 148 of .the 
281 seats that were contested in the 
House of Commons. Clark’s Conser- 
vatives won 100 and Ed Broadbent’s 
socialist New Democratic Party 33. 
Voting was delayed in one district 
until next month due to the death of 
a candidate. 

A total of 241 seats was needed for 
an absolute 'majority. Trudeau’s 
Liberal Party’s victory means he 
will be able to rule without having 
to form a coalition. 

Trndeau Immediately said 
Canada Intends to take up its role 
once again as a world peacemaker.

“In the world, we take pride In the 
fact that we have many friends," 
Trudeau said. “We're also very 
pnmd that our greatest friend of all 
is »»«» our closest neighbour, the 
United States of America. 

“But, we do not forget, nor does 
the world, that Canada is situated 
geographically between the two 
superpowers and that Canada, like 
the rest of the world, is very in- 
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terested In the preservation of 
peace between these two powers 
and we see that as an important 
aspect of our role." 

Trudeau had lost to Clark last 
May in what was considered an 
anti-personality rather than an 
anti-party vote. 

Clark, at 40 Canada's youngest 
prime minister ever, was forced to 
call the country’s second general 
election in less than nine months on 
December 13 when his minority 
government tost a vote of con- 
fidence over his .proposed budget. 
The major Issue was Clark's 
proposal to increase the cost of oil. 

Canadians made it clear that nine 
months was enough of Clark's con- 
servative policies, which had 
become the butt of cruel jokes. 

Clark's popularity got a boost 
because of Canada’s action in help; 
Ing six Americans escape from 
Iran, but it had no effect in diver- 
ting attention from the most impor- 
tant election issue of energy pric-

Bani-Sadr named 
Iran military chief 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
was yesterday given supreme com- 
mand over Iran's armed forces in 
the latest move to strengthen his 
authority and end the dispersion of 
powers in the country. 

Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini, delegating his 
constitutional powers, issued an 
order from his hospital bed making 
the president supreme commander 
of the armed forces and urging him 
to use the position to reform the 
forces along Islamic lines. 

Khomeini last week made Bani- 
Sadr head of the Revolutionary 
Council and urged Iranians to sup- 
port the president. But it remained 
unclear whether he had given him 
complete authority to solve the 
U.S. -Iranian crisis over 49 
American hostages held at the oc- 
cupied U.S. embassy here. 

There was still no official confir- 
mation from Iran that it had 
accepted U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim's proposed inter- 
national commission to investigate 
Iran's grievances against the 
former shah.

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Knesset c’tee cool to 
settlement in Hebron

The majority of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee. and the majority of the 
Likud men on that committee, 
spoke yesterday against Jewish 
settlement in Old Hebron in the 
foreseeable future. 

The committee, whose meeting 
was attended by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, was discussing 
the situation in the administered 
areas with special reference to 
Hebron. 

Begin's main contribution to this 
discussion was to rebuke Labour 
leader Shimon Perea (a member of 
the committee) for what he called 
adopting a paradoxical approach to . 
autonomy. 

"How can. you advocate ‘Gaza 
first* while ruling out autonomy 
altogether when It comes to Judea 
and Samaria?" Begin asked Perea. 

Rabbi Halm Drue km an. one of 
the three committee members who 
demanded Jewish settlement in Old 
Hebron, claimed that a Jewish 
presence was vital on security 
grounds to protect the thousands of 
Jewish visitors to the “city of the 
patriarchs." Druckman said that 
Hebron differed in this respect 
from Nablus or Ram all ah, which 
did not attract Jewish visitors. 


Two Likud men, Yosef Rom and 
Moshe Arens, the committee chair- 
man, echoed Druckman's call for 
Jewish settlement In Hebron. 

Among the points made by com- 
mittee members: 

• Egypt and the U.S. see May as 
the deadline for autonomy talks be- 
ing completed. But the gap between 
the parties is as wide as ever, and 
this government hasn't the faintest 
idea what it will do and say in May 
(Shimon Peres — Alignment). 

• Autonomy would give us five to 
seven valuable years, which this 
government should make use of to 
prepare for eventual territorial 
compromise with Jordan. Instead, 
it weakens Israel's position by 
harmful moves on marginal issues 
(Yitzhak Rabin — Alignment). 


• With autonomy on the horizon, 
massive settlement in the 
territories is the only way to pre- 
vent a Palestinian state (Aklva Nof 
— DMi. 

• The time Is not ripe for Jewish 
settlement In Hebron. If U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter Is re-elected, 
our position will be weaker and sup- 
port from U-S. Jews will be less 
effective (Avraham Katz — Likud- 
Liberalsl. 

• Israel Is neglecting major settle- 
ment projects, and wasting effort 
over Hebron, where political 
wisdom dictates against Jewish 
settlement (Zalman Shoval — 
Likud-Rafi). 

• Jewish-owned property in 
Hebron should be renovated to 
house Jewish Institutions but not 
Jewish settlers (Fessah G rap per — 
Likud). 

• It's the wrong time to talk about 
Jews returning to Hebron (Zerah 
Warhaftig — NRP) . 

• Autonomy has many faults as a 
political proposal, but “1 see no 
alternative." However, the govern- 
ment goes about negotiating 
autonomy in a clumsy manner 
(Amnon Rubinstein — Shall. 

After Labour's Yosel Sarid 
described the Gush Emunlm as 
band of wantons," Warhaftig 
shouted to him to retract. 

"They are God-fearing Zionists, 
Warhaftig said. “How dare you!'. 

Sarid replied that If ambassador- 
designate to Egypt Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar could call "Peace Now" 
members "wantons," he could cer- 
tainly apply the epithet to Gush 
Emunlm. 

Meanwhile, by a vote of 51-8, with 
13 abstentions, the Knesset plenum 
yesterday rejected a no-confidence 
motion by Melr Wttner (H&dash) 
based on the cabinet’s decision 
regarding Jewish settlement in the 
centre of Hebron. 

The. motion was supported by 
H&d&ah, DFPE, Shell, and 
Alignment-affiliated Hamad Abu- 
R&bla. It was opposed by the coali- 
tion parties. The Alignment, Shal, 
the Independent Liberals, and 
Tehiya-Banai abstained. 


West Bank leaders urge 
Hebron ‘pray-in,’ boycott

Calls were Issued yesterday for 
West Bank Moslems to turn out en 
masse for Friday prayers in the 
mosque in Hebron's Cave of 
-Machpelah and for an "immediate 
boycott" of Klryat Arba: both are 
to protest plana to allow Jews to live 
in the town. 

The prayer appeal was included 
in a strongly worded statement 
issued by the organizers of the 
'Palestinian National Congress" 
which was scheduled to take place 
in Jerusalem’s mosque yesterday. 
The congress was cancelled 
because the military government 
ordered West Bank mayors to stay 
at home. 

The boycott idea was voiced by 
Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawasma at a 
meeting in the town hall attended 
by local people and the mayors of 
neighbouring Halhoul and Dura. 
Kawasma said that “we will 
demonstrate if we are forced to 
have Jews living amongst us.” He 
did not elaborate. ' 

The eight-point statement af- 
firmed the "Islamic character" of 
the Ibrahlmi Mosque in Hebron and 
rejected any claims by Israeli 
authorities to it. It also deplored 
"actions" taken against both 
Moslem and Christian holy places 
in Jerusalem. 


The statement reiterated opposi- 
tion to the autonomy plan and 
Israeli settlement activities. The 
declaration called for the establish 
ment of an Independent Palestinian 
state under the leadership of the 
FLO with Jerusalem as Its capital. 

The al-Aksa meeting had been 
scheduled to discuss “national 
issues” — first and foremost the 
plan to allow Jews to live in the cen- 
tre of Hebron. The event was 
organized by the East Jerusalem 
Supreme Moslem Council. 

There were .roadblocks outside 
most major West Bank cities 
yesterday to ensure that tbe 
mayors did not try to come to 
Jerusalem. Ram&Uah residents 
complained that they were kept 
waiting for up to four hours at a 
checkpoint south of the city. 

There was sporadic trouble in 
various cities, but no arrests or in- 
juries were reported. Schoolgirls 
demonstrated in Ramallah for the 
second consecutive day and tried to 
persuade shopkeepers to close their 
premises. 

There were similar incidents in 
Nablus, and a small crowd 
gathered in the town hall to protest 
the cancellation of the al-Aksa 
meeting. In Bethlehem school 
children attempted to demonstrate, 
but were dispersed by security 
forces. 


High Court turns down 
Arab move against K. Arba 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The High Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected a petition for a tem- 
porary injunction against the ex- 
pansion of the Jewish suburb of 
Klryat Arba, brought by 24 
residents of Hebron who claimed 
ownership of the land involved. 

The court found that the 
petitioners, among them Hebron 
mayor Fahd Kawasma, had not 
brought even prima facie evidence 
that they were the owners of some 
600 dunams on Givat Harsina where 
the military government has 
already begun earth-moving work 
lor the addition to Klryat Arba. The 
intention is to increase the present 
population of the suburb from 3,000 
residents to some 10,000. 


But tbe state attorney’s represen- 
tative undertook to halt further 
work on the disputed land for five 
days, giving the petitioners time to 
turn to a military government 
appeals board which deals with 
land ownership questions. The state 
has maintained that the land in 
question is state land and not en- 
cumbered by private ownership. 

Asher Wallfish adds: 

The chairmen of the five regional 
councils in the administered areas 
will meet Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin this morning to discuss their 
request that legal measures be 
taken to facilitate further settle- 
ment in the areas and prevent 
appeals to the High Court by Arab 
landowners. 


Foreign Ministry 
fetes Ben-Elissar

The senior staff of the Foreign 
Ministry exchanged good wishes 
and assurances of mutual admira- 
tion yesterday with their newest 
colleague, ambassador-designate 
to Egypt Eliahu Ben-Elissar. At a 
festive gathering in. Ben-Eliasar's 
honour, there was no mention made 
of the public rumpus — still un- 
resolved — between the envoy and 
the ministry’s staff committee over 
Ben-Eliasar’s determination to take 
his private secretary with him to 
Cairo. 


Staff committee chairman Arye 
Levin told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that the committee was firm 
in its insistence that the post go to a 
Foreign Ministry staffer. If Ben- 
Ellssar's secretary, Fanny 
Ashkenazi, were appointed — and 
her salary paid by the Foreign 
Ministry — the staff committee 
would take work action. 

Levin said the committee had the 
backing of the Jerusalem Labour 
Council in the dispute. 

Foreign Ministry Director- 
General Yosef Ciechanover 
appears to be lying low and hoping 
that the issue will somehow resolve 
itself. But committee chairman 
Levin said the next move was up to 
the ministry executive — whether 
or not to apply the regular appoint- 
ment procedure to Ashkenazi "at 
the expense of a ministry staffer.

Urgent surgery could not be con- 
ducted at Petah Tikva’s Beilinson 
Hospital, where power was cut off 
at 10 a.m. yesterday. The hospital’s 
generator collapsed under the 
heavy demand, and Its director 
begged the Electric Corporation 
workers to resume power, but they 
refused. 

Pain and even terror were caused 
to persons suffering from lung and 
kidney trouble when the power 
supply cuts paralysed their 
machines. 

_ The Elite chocolate and candy 
plant in Ramat Gan, which has 
been losing ILlm. a day since the 
sanctions began, has announced 
that it would send Its 600 workers on 


vacation if the power obstructions 
continue until Thursday. 

Elite owner Mark Moisevics said 
that even a 15-minute power failure 
is sufficient to disrupt tbe whole 
candy-making process. “When the 
machines stop working, they cool 
down, turning the material in them 


into a hard lump, which ruins it and 
makes it difficult to remove. The 
whole process has to be started 
from the beginning," Moisevics 
said. 

Police officers in the Tel Aviv dis- 
trict warned of tbe dangers in the 
mass malfunctioning of traffic 
lights at dangerous intersections 
and dark roads. The officers said 
that the non-functioning of alarms 
in private homes and businesses in- 
creases the danger of burglaries. 


Sakharov charges violence; 
Rostropovich for games ban 


MOSCOW (AP). — Exiled dissident 
physicist Andrei D. Sakharov said 
in a statement issued on Monday 
that Soviet police had resorted to 
"crude physical force" against him 
and his wife.' 

The statement was released to 
Western correspondents after 
relatives brought It back to Moscow 
from the closed city of Gorki, to 
which the Nobel Peace laureate 
was banished last month. 

- Sakharov said he had sent a 
telegram to KGB security police 
chief Yuri V. Andropov protesting 
at a roughing- up incident and police 
efforts to bar a close friend from' 
visiting him in exile. 

Tbe latest incident occurred last 
Friday when police detained a 
friend of Sakharov, Yuri A. 
Shikhanovich, as he was about to 
enter Sakharov's Gorki home. 

Sakharov said he and his wife, 


Yelena Bonner, went to a nearby 
police station to ask what had 
happened, and, "They threw us out 
of there, after knocking us down on. 
the floor and hitting in the eyes imy 
wife, who is an - invalid in her 
eyesight.” 

Meanwhile, in Paris, cellist 
Mstislav Rostropovich, stripped of 
his Soviet nationality nearly two 
years ago, yesterday threw his sup- 
port behind a boycott of the Olym- 
pic Games in Moscow and an- 
nounced a free concert on February 
27 In homage to Sakharov. 


"How can one imagine the open- 
ing ceremony of the Olympic 
Games, its flags, its balloons ... at 
the same time that Soviet soldiers 
are killing Afghans, at a time when 
Sakharov is being beaten?” a tear- 
ful Rostropovich asked reporters 
at a news conference. 


Public against government budget cuts

TEL AVIV. — Cuts in welfare are 
slightly more acceptable to Israeli 
thinking than In defence or housing, 
according to the lates Jerusalem 
Post poll.

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Courts shut-down seen today 
as clerks go on ‘vacation’

TEX AVTV. — The nation's court 
clerks, charging that the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission has reneged on 
Its agreement to grant them pav 
raises, will begin a two-day mass 
“vacation” today. The move la ex- 
pected to paralyse the nation's 
courts, and workers hope use of the 
"vacation" ploy will prevent the 
Justice Ministry from issuing 
back -to- work orders. 

The Justice Ministry, meanwhile, 
vowed yesterday to “make every 
effort to prevent the workers from 
stopping work In the courts," said 
ministry spokesman Haim Samet. 
He added that *the National Labour 


Court has already been asked to 
forbid any sanctions by the clerks. 

The court clerks’ works com- 
mittee decided upon the “vacation” 
at a special meeting yesterday, 
called immediately after 
negotiations between the works 
committee and the Civil Service 
Commission deadlocked. 

During the meeting Civil Service 
Commissioner Eitan Jacobson 
reportedly told the workers that 
government policy prevented him 
from agreeing to their wage 
demands. But works committee 
chairman Shmuel Levy retorted 
that, over the past few months, 
workers in various sectors had 
received significant pay raises.

Reform movement to demand recognition 


Hammer calls for action 
on teachers’ pay ruling

The Reform movement, which 
yesterday ordained its first sabra 
rabbi In Lsrael, will demand qf 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzelra that he allow the 
movement to establish a separate 
apparatus for registering 
marriages here. 

Rabbi Richard Hirsch, executive 
director of the {Reform) World 
Union for Progressive Judaism, 
said on radio yesterday that his 
movement will insist on the same 
right as that enjoyed by other 
groups', including the ultra- 
orthodox, anti-Zionist Eda 
Haharedit. which has Its own 
mechanism for registering 
marriages Independent of the local 
religious councils and rabbinates. 
Hirsch said that U Abuhatzelra 
turns down their request, the move- 
ment will take the case to the High 
Court of Justice. 

Meanwhile, the Reform move- 
ment “made history" yesterday at 
a ceremony to Jerusalem’s Hebrew 
Union College, by ordaining 52- 


year- old Haifa- born Mordechal 
Rotem as a Reform rabbi. 

At a ceremony conducted almost 
entirely in Hebrew, and attended by 
an audience of over 250 that Includ- 
ed a few women wearing crocheted 
kippot. Rotem was a one-man 
graduating class. 

“During the long years of study 
and toll In the tent of the Tors ... I 
tried more than once to imagine 
how and where this ordination 
ceremony would be realized ... I did 
not succeed ... because for many 
years, I really did xu# know when 
this service would take place, nor 
where, nor who would be the or- 
daining body, not even who would 
attend the ceremony," said Rotem, 
who froze his studies for a year un- 
til Hue decided to hold the 
ceremony In Israel. 

Rotem. who was a student rabbi 
for the Or Hadash congregation to 
Haifa for several years. Is not 
accepted by the country's religious 
establishment and cannot perform 
recognized marriages — like all 
other Reform rabbis here. 

“Ours today is an act of affirma- 
tion, not ot confrontation," asserted 


Prof. Alfred Gottschalfa, president 
of HUC-Jewlsh Institute of 
Religion. “We believe that the 
genius of. Judaism is best served 
this way ... You. Mordechal, are 
planting the seeds of Progressive 
Judaism In Israel,” he said. 

Gottschalk, wearing a halachlcal- 
ly kosher (and not a Reform) 
prayer shawl, said the shehehiyanu 
prayer, placed his hands at 
Rotem’s temples and recited the 
priestly benediction. The ordination 
was performed by HUC dean Rabbi 
Ezra Spice handler. Rabbi Robert 
Samuels and Gottschalk. 

Prof. Jules Back man, chairman 
of the HUC-JIR board of governors, 
noted that when Rabbi Isaac Mayer 
Wise started the Reform institution 
in Cincinnati 105 years ago, he aim- 
ed at ending the need to import 
Reform rabbis from Germany. 
Rotem ’s ordination, similarly, will 
reduce the dependence of the 
Israeli Reform movement on Im- 
ported American rabbis, be said, 
adding that some of the Israeli rab- 
binical students who took their 
degrees at HUC In the U.S. even- 
tually decided to remain there.

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday demanded the 
Implementation of Monday's court 
ruling supporting the teachers’ 
claim to wage parity with the civil 
service engineers. The court deci- 
sion means teachers are entitled to 
special duty allowances and 
academic degree payments that the 
engineers have had since last 
September. 

And a spokesman for the Secon- 
dary School Teachers Association 
warned the government against 
dragging its feet on implementa- 
tion. He said that his union and the 
HJslarJrut Teachers Union would 
declare a labour dispute next week 
If it becomes clear that the govern- 
ment "is again resorting to delay- 
ing tactics." 

He noted that, in handing down its 
decision, the Jerusalem District 
Labour Court had refused the state 
attorney’s request for an injunction 
against the teachers, prohibiting 
them from imposing sanctions or 
going on strike. Instead, the court 
had ruled that the teachers were 


now* free to act as they wished. 

In consultations last night 
Hammer and Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz decided to start 
lalks with teachers' represen- 
tatives today on the meaning of the 
court decision and how to Imple- 
ment it. 

Treasury officials last night dis- 
cussed the possibility of appealing 
the court decision In the National 
Labour Court, but they reached no 
conclusion. Treasury sources said 
that the government lacked theIL2- 
3.5b. needed to implement the deci- 
sion. 

Hammer's initial reaction to the 
decision on Monday evening was 
one of satisfaction, but he stopped 
short of saying he would act to see 
that the decision was translated 
into concrete pay Increases. 

Following the court decision, the 
Secondary School Teachers 
Association announced that it was 
lifting its sanctions, imposed since 
January when teachers stopped 
allocating report cards and cer- 
tificates and holding staff 
meetings.

Contrary to the recommendations 
of the Horev Commission Report 
prepared over three years ago, the 
Absorption Ministry and the Agen- 
cy's aliya and absorption deport- 
ment will not close down. 

Dulzin, briefing reporters on the 
Jewish Agency board of governors 
meeting to be held to Jerusalem 
starting next week, and the joint 
Agency-government coordinating 


body meeting to be held a week 
from today, said that details on how 
the new apparatus would work 
must still be worked out. 

The new authority, will have an 
equal number of ministers and 
members of the Agency Executive. 
Its chairman will be the absorption 
minister. 

The associate chairman will be 
the chairman of the Agency aliya 
department — currently Raphael 
Kotlpwitz. According to Dulzin, this 
supreme body will set policy, be 
responsible for tbe budget "and 
supervise all facets of absorption. 

In addition, the day-to-day 
dealings with olim will be handled 
by an administration, whose chair- 
man will be the head of the Agen- 
cy's aliya department.

TEL AVIV. — A mother's milk Is 
best for her baby in the overwhelm- 
ing majority of cases — but 
sometimes it may be harmful.

The 
symposium, which will attract 
more than 100 visitors from abroad, 
will be held at the Dan Hotel from 
February 24-28. Popular lectures 
open to the general public will be 
held during the last two days of the 
conference. We have set aside a 
special room at the Dan Hotel 
where nursing mothers can go to 
feed their infants between lec- 
tures,” Freier said. 

Cow's milk Is not as nutritious as 
mother’s milk and a mother, by 
suckling her child, passes on to It 
.Immunity to a range of ailments. 

Problems arise, he said, when 
mothers take certain drugs — such 
as some against cancer or some 


used to prevent blood clotting — 
and these pass through the 
mother's milk to the infant. 

In addition, surveys have shown 
that Insecticides used to the fields, 
absorbed to minute doses to the 
mother’s body through eating 
vegetables and fruits, or by drink- 
ing cow's milk, tend to be 
transferred from the mother to her 
offspring. 

If the mother takes pills like 
aspirin or tranquillizers, they have 
little or no effect on the nursing 
baby. Neither does smoking, 
although smoking during pregnan- 
cy stunted the growth of the em- 
bryo, Freier said. 

In some cases, babies are actual- 
ly allergic to cow's milk. Freier 
recalled cases in Jerusalem where 
premature babies had almost died 
from malnutrition because they 
developed severe diarrhoea from 
their allergy to cow's milk. 

Tbe symposium will also discuss 
establishing “banks" of human 
milk for mothers who cannot nurse 
their newborn.

NSW YORK (AP). — A 40-year-old 
married man breast-fed his infant 
daughter with the aid of a female 
sex hormone producing lactation, 
the physician who treated the 
father said yesterday. 

The man, a transvestite who ap- 
parently Hves to the New York 
metropolitan area but was not Iden- 
tified, suckled the Infant for three 
months, said Dr. Leo Wollman. It 
happened six years ago. he said. 

Wollman said it was the only in- 
stance he knew of to which a man 
breast-fed a baby. 

The method was based on 
laboratory work that produced lac- 
tation to male laboratory animals, 
said Wollman, a psychiatrist, en- 


docrinologist and gynaecologist. 

“The infant turned out to be very 
well-adjusted and she fared well 
physically," said the doctor. 

Wollman said the father had 
originally come to him for female 
sex hormones to develop his breasts 
18 years ago. The man married and 
he and his wife, who knew about his 
sexual orientation, decided to have 
a child. 

Wollman. who Is affiliated with 
Maimonldes and Coney Island 
hospitals In Brooklyn, said he gave 
his patient male hormones for 
potency. After the man im- 
pregnated his wife, be asked for 
female hormones to induce lacta- 
tion.

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EEC accepts UK plan 
to neutralize Afghans 


ROME — Foreign ministers of the 
nine European Economic Com- 
munity nations yesterday agreed to 
try to guarantee the neutrality of 
Afghanistan . and to obtain 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
that country, a spokesman for the 
EEC commission president, Roy 

> Jenkins, said. 

■- "They've agreed on quite a good 
political statement on somehow 
assuring the neutrality of 
Afghanistan." spokesman Roger 
Beet ham told reporters. He noted 
the EEC has previously called on 
-• the Soviets to pull out their troops. 

> The' statement, which was less 
'■ than a page long, was to be dis- 
tributed later. The spokesman said 
the statement did not specify how 
the central Asian country’s 
neutrality would be assured. 

"They (the Soviets) will have to 
V have guarantees if they move out 
■■ that the CIA would not move In," 
Beetham earlier had told reporters. 

The plan was suggested by 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington as the Nine considered 
. the crisis in Blast-West relations 
following the Soviet military in- 
tervention in Afghanistan in late 
December. 

Lord Carrington, in presenting 
his proposal, reminded his 
colleagues that Afghanistan was 
declared neutral In the 19th century 
by agreement between the rival 
Russian and British empires. 

Beetham said the plan involved 
some sort of assurances on Afghan 
neutrality but did not specify wbat 
they might be, and declined to say if 
the proposal was being discussed 
with the U.S. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance was due in Bonn last night, 
opening a visit to four European 
capitals where details could 
presumably be considered. His 
other stops are Rome, Paris, and 
London, before he returns to the 


U.S. on Friday. 

The ministers also talked about 
the Moscow Olympics but con- 
ference sources said they doubted 
an agreement could be reached at 
this time to follow the lead of U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter by urging 
a boycott of the games. 

• France was strongly resisting 
pressure to support an Olympic 
boycott, sources said. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher of Bri- 
tain has openly backed a boycott. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter an- 
nounced on January 20 lhat unless 
the Soviets had left within a month, 
he would recommend that 
American athletes boycott the 
Moscow Games. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
yesterday that Vance's trip is 
designed to draw the European 
allies into the American effort to 
undermine detente. 

The agency also said that the trip 
is “an attempt to save face for U.S. 
diplomacy after the disgraceful 
flop of the plan to convene a con- 
ference of foreign ministers of five 
Western countries to work out a 
joint anti-Soviet course in connec- 
tion with the events In 
Afghanistan." 

On Monday. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko called 
American concern over the Soviet 
move into Afghanistan "political 
hysteria." He charged that 
American officials and politicians 
have been "heaping one Invention 
on top of another" about the Soviet 
action, which Moscow claims 
amounted just to assistance re- 
quested by a friendly government. 

Gromyko also urged reconvening 
of talks on East- West arms control, 
criticized U.S. shelving of the 
SALT-n strategic anna treaty and 
called for resuming "all talks in the 
field of curbing the arms 
race and disarmament." (AP, 
Reuter) 


Heavy Australian military 


buildup to aid U.S. forces 


CANBERRA (UPI). — Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser yester- 
day announced a massive military 
buildup and Australia’s intentions 
of helping the U.S. protect the 
Pacific and Indian oceans. 

In a speech to parliament on the 
opening day of the summer session, 
Fraser also reiterated the 
government's eupport for a boycott 
of the Moscow Olympics and said 
that Australia is cooperating In ef- 
forts to find an alternate site. 

Fraser said that U.S. $19.4b. will 
be spent on defence over the next 
five years. The announcement 
came a week after he harshly 
criticized the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan in a nationwide broad- 
casV'&nd said that Australia would 


embark on programmes to sustain 
national defence "to a new level." 

Most of the defence spending, he 
disclosed yesterday, will be for an 
order of 70 new tactical fighter air- 
craft later this year, the updating of 
naval dockyards and munition 
plants, development and produc- 
tion of a new trainer plane, im- 
provement of weapon systems for 
ships and aircraft and a second 
supply ship for patrols In the Indian 
and Pacific oceans. 

Fraser also said. “We shall bring 
two battalions of the army up to full 
strength and equip and maintain 
them as a ready reaction force. We 
shall increase the strength of our 
reserve forces and improve their 
equipment "

Teachers join militants 
in San Salvador terror 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — Anti- 
government groups have taken 
another 120 hostages, raising to 370! 
the number of people being held in a 
growing war of nerves between 
militants and the ruling junta. 

About 40 members of the National 
Association of Salvadoran 
Teachers took some 100 people 
hostage in a peaceful occupation on 
Monday of the Ministry of 
Education’s employee benefits of- 
fice in the capital. 

The teachers demanded an end to 
alleged repression against their 
colleagues and the release of two 
teachers arrested by government 
forces last week. At least seven 
teachers have been shot to death 
this year, allegedly by right-wing 
extremists. 

Earlier in the day, some 80 
members of the leftist Popular 
Revolutionary Bloc occupied the 
Labour Ministry office in Santa 
Ana, 64 kins, west of San Salvador, 
and took 20 persons hostage, a 
spokesman for the militants said* 

Monday's occupations brought to 
about 370 the total number of people 
being held by leftists opposed to the 
civilian-military junta ruling the 


tiny Central American nation of 
some 4.8 million persons. 

In addition to Monday’s hostage 
tally, militants are holding 100 at 
the National Agricultural Develop- 
ment Bank, 60 in the Foreign Trade 
Institute, 30 at the Jesuit-run Cen- 
tral American University and 60 at 
the government's water and 
sewage company — all in San 
Salvador. 


In another development on Mon- 
day, some 30 members of the 
February 28 Popular Leagues freed 
Spanish embassy consul Juan 
Carlos de Ran era and Chancellor 
Manuel de la Helguera, held 
hostage at the embassy since 
February 4. Meanwhile, Israel on 
Monday became the sixth nation in 
recent months to close its embassy 
here. 


This was for budgetary reasons, 
foreign ministry spokesman 
Michael Shiloh announced in 
Jerusalem yesterday. He denied 
the closure was security-related 
and said Israel had informed the 
government of El Salvador that it 
hoped the move would be only tem- 
porary. 


Top IRA man gets life term 


BELFAST (AP). — Francis Sean 
Hughes, -one of the Irish Republican 
Army's top guerrillas, has been 
jailed for life by a Belfast court for 
killing an undercover British 
soldier in an ambush In March 1978. 

The 24-year-old Hughes, widely 
considered to have masterminded 
an IRA terror campaign in the 
northwest of this British province, 
was wounded in the fire fight and 
captured wearing combat fatigues 
by paratroopers the next day. 

The court on Monday also gave 


him 35 years for a bombing, 20 
years for the booby-trap bombing of 
a police detective's car and 14 years 
for the attempted murder of 
another soldier. The sentences will 
run concurrently. 

Hughes was one of three 
guerrillas of the IRA’s 
"Provisional" wing* named by 
police in April 1977 as wanted for a 
string of killings, bombings and 
ambushes against security forces 
in the County Londonderry area. 
They have now all been captured. 


Rhodesia fighting at pre-cease-fire level

I SALISBURY ( UPI) . — The number 
■ of armed contacts between black 
nationalist guerrillas and the 
Rhodesian security forces has 
soared to levels equal to the coun- 
try’s wartime period, indicating a 
breakdown in the pre-election 
cease-fire, military officials said. 

In an interview with the 
"Rhodesia Herald" newspaper 
yesterday Captain Peter Petter- 
Bowyer, who heads combined 
operations headquarters, said the 
violent activity of the guerrillas has 
been stepped up considerably as the 
political campaigns enter a crucial 
phase only nine days before the 
elections. 

Petter-Bowyer, who is also a 
member of the British cease-fire 
commission that monitors breaches 
of the Lancaster House accord, said 


most of the contacts had been with 
men loyal to Marxist candidate 
Robert Mugabe. 

He said that the guerrillas, who 

were supposed to be confined to 
cease-fire assembly points until 
after the election, were actually us- 
ing the bases as training grounds 
and re-supply points to carry out 
acts of intimidation and violence in 
the countryside. 

Petter-Bowyer said that since the 
cease-fire took effect on January 4 
there have been 224 contacts with 
armed guerrillas — - 197 of them 
with Mugabe’s ZANLA forces — 
and a large number of them in the 
last few weeks.

Turkish leftists on rampage in five cities

ANKARA (UPI). — Left-wing ex- 
tremists staged bomb and gun at- 
tacks in Ankara, Izmir and three 
other Turkish cities yesterday In a 
continuation of political violence 
aimed at the government of Prime 
Minister Suleyman Demirel. 

Police said at least two were kill- 
ed and five wounded in the widely 
scattered series of terrorist at- 
tacks. 

The i mm ediate pretext for the 
onslaught was to mark the 8th an- 
niversary of the 1972 killing of Ulas 
Barcakci, Marxist leader of the out- 
lawed Turkish People's Liberation 
Front, in a shoot-out with police in 
Istanbul on February 19, 1972. 

But the violence followed street 
battles in the Aegean port of Izmir 
and bombing and shootings in other 
cities after police stormed a state- 
run textile factory In Izmir on 
Thursday to crush a communist-led 
rebellion. 

A feature of yesterday’s violence 
was the posting on Ankara walls of 
slogan banners reading “Ulas is 
alive” booby-trapped to explode if 
they were torn down. Police dis- 
mantled 13 of these booby-trapped 


posters in Ankara during the night 
without mishap. 

But in other incidents in the 
capital, a dental technician was 
shot dead hy three terrorists who 
escaped; a bomb exploded while 
three terrorists were planting it on 
the balcony of a downtown 
cafeteria, wounding one terrorist; a 
downtown cinema was sprayed 
with bullets and two bombs explod- 
ed harmlessly on open ground in 
shantytown suburbs of Ankara. . 

In Izmir, terrorists shot up a sub- 
urban cafeteria, wounding two . 
civilians, shot up the local office of 
the right-wing National Movement 
Party and threw a bomb at a bank. 
Other terrorists caught in the act of 
setting fires in the street fired on 
police, but no casualties were 
reported.

ALEXANDER ZVTBLU 
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LISTENING TO "Here At Home” 
always makes me feel a bit of a 
trespasser — like getting a look 
oyer the fence at. the neighbour^ 
sunbathing wife.

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS Of 
Moslems died during the 1930s and 
'40s. In the chain of labour camps 
stretched along the northern coast 
of the Soviet Union. Z and tens of 
thousands of other Polish political 
prisoners were imprisoned with 
loading figures from the Soviet 
Union's Moslem minorities during 
World War H. and we witnessed 
something of their fate. The story 
has frightening implications for 
those Afghan Moslems opposing the 
Soviet conquest of their country to- 
day. 

I first met Soviet Moslem 
prisoners in the autumn of 3940 in 
the' huge Sevzeldorlag (Northern 
Railways Project) Gulag comp in 
Kotlas, in the Komi republic. In all 
the camps of Sevzeldorlag, which 
connected Kotlas with the Vorkuta 
mines and the Pechora River 
system of camps, there were 
thousands of Moslems. The Soviet 
authorities brought them chiefly 
from Uzbekistan, Kazakhstan and 
Turkestan, where there was large- 
scale Russian. Infiltration and 
settlement. Their policy was to dis- 
perse the different nationalities as 
widely as possible and the Moslems 
comprised about 10 per cent of the 
prisoners in every camp. This 
would put their number above 100 ,- 
000 in Sevzeldorlag alone.

While in a Soviet prison camp and later as a 
soldier in Soviet Central Asia, The Post's 
ALEXANDER ZVTELLI pieced together the 
gruesome tale of how the Soviet Union sub- 
jugated its Moslem minorities.

THE CONTEMPTUOUS term 
“Moslem," or Mussulman, did not 
originate In the Nazi death camps. 
It was used in Russian penal camps 
before Hitler's regime. It was im- 
ported from Gulag, where millions 
of people were subjected to forced 
labour and hundreds of thousands 
starved to death. It faithfully 
described the wretched condition of 
all those Turkomans and Uzbeks 
who were mercilessly purged by 
the Soviet regime under Article 58 
of the penal code, declared to be the 
enemies of the Soviet regime and 
. sentenced to between eight and 30 
years' hard labour. 

It was difficult for a European to 
survive in the camp. It was almost 
impossible for these Moslems. 
These once tall, sturdy desert men, 
with their long traditional dress and 
colourful headgear, faced almost 
certain death from malnutrition, 
tuberculosis and other diseases. 
But they awaited their fate with .all 
the dignity their spirit and faith 
could muster. 

The Soviet Gulag was full of these 
proud, dark-eyed human skeletons. 
There must have been over two 
million Moslems among the IB 
million prisoners In Gulag. But, 
while only the KGB knows the exact 
figures, it Is certain that a greater 
proportion of them died than all the 
others. 

Even the old Russian prisoners 
who spent some 10 years In the 
camps, lost their teeth and were 
severely emaciated, survived if 
they were lucky enough to be 
helped by others. And they were the 
1 camp aristocracy. The Russian ad- 
ministration helped the veteran 
Russian prisoners, the Ukrai n ians 
hgftped .tfie Ukrainian^ thtj Jews 
helped the J ews,‘ and there were ( 
many other better established 
camp prisoners who would help one 


another. But no one extended a 
helping hand to those Moslem 
skeletons. They were the lowest 
class in our camp society and were 
hardly ever allocated those odd 
jobs close to the kitchen which 
could make the difference between 
life and death. 

They spoke in broken Russian 
and were defenceless against the 
cruelty ' of the guards and the 
pitiless administration which set 
the dally production norms. They 
could not defend themselves 
against- the criminal gangs which 
terrorized everyone in the camp. 
And, above all. the harsh climate 
and the endless toil sapped their 
will to live. Many other 
nationalities, like the Poles, had 
something to Uve for. For the 
Moslems, it seemed as It their 
world had come to an end. 


WE WERE normally sent to work 
in the deep forest, cutting the tall, 
hard and resistant birches. The 
temperatures ranged from five to 
15 degrees below zero. The snow 
was high and the work required 
protective clothing, a healthy diet 
and plenty of determination. 

The work norm was demanding. 
In- order to be given 800 grams of 
bread and hot soup, we each had to 
pile up eight cu.nal of well-assorted 
'wood. The Moslems simply couldn't 
take it. They had never worked un- 
der such conditions before and 
there was no one to show them how. 
They appeared stunned and all they 
cared to do was to come as close as 
possible to the fire. 

When the guard ordered them to 
leave the fire, they just moved 
away and stood motionless. They 
would have frozen to death if they 
hadn't been allowed to return. They 
weren't good even at the light jobs, 
like gathering fallen branches. 
They never achieved the norm and 
on their return to the camp they 
would be given 300 grams of bread, 
or put in prison for the night, as 
punishment. 

Thus began a vicious circle of 
physical deterioration and a grow- 
ing inability even to approach their 
production norms. They knew no 
one would come to their assistance. 
And they were right. 

But I never heard them complain- 
ing and I was fascinated by their in- 
ner strength. I saw Poles and Jews 
breaking flown and crying, but 
never -.a Moslem prisoner. They 
never pushed themselves forward, 
and they remained aloof from the 
rest of us. How they must have 


TWO READERS have asked me 
about, breath-bolding attacks 
(BBA), a condition which has been 
diagnosed in their children. Both 
wanted information particularly 
about the relationship, if any, 
between BHA and epilepsy. Each 
year I see two or three children 
with this quite common complaint. 

' BHA usually occur In youngsters 
between the ages of one and five. 
My experience suggests that they 
are most common about the age of 
two. Their frequency may range 
from two or three a week to a single 
attack during the whole of 
childhood. An attack, seen for the 
first time, may be frightening, so 
Td better say right away that 
despite their seemingly alarming 
nature, recovery is Invariably com- 
plete without any after effects. Why 
some children are prune to BHA 
and others aren't 1s not known. 
However, there is often a family 
history of the condition. 

I'll come back shortly to the fac- 
tors that may provoke an attack, 
hut first let me briefly describe one. 
Typically a child gives one or two 
loud cries and then expels his 
breath and holds It. If this goes on 
for more than about ten seconds, he 
may start to turn blue. 

At this stage, in most cases, the 
attack ends, and the child returns to 
bis normal breathing pattern. If the 
breath-holding persists any longer, 
he may lose consciousness, becom- 
ing pale and limp. Recovery then 
usually occurs. On the exceedingly 
rare occasion, and I do mean ex- 
ceedingly, when the breath-holding 
continues even longer than this, the 
child may have a convulsion 
similar to the sort some children 
have as a result of a very high 
fever. (I discussed these febrile 
convulsions in a recent column.) 

In a variation, the child may 
become pale and limp immediate- 
ly, usually without any Initial cry. 
and without appearing to be blue. In 
stony ways this particular type of 
attack resembles a faint any of us

may have under certain cir- 
cumstances. Indeed, the loss of con- 
sciousness In a BHA may be due to 
a temporary drop in the heart's 
blood output because of the in- 
crease In chest pressure brought 
about by the breathing being 
arrested in expiration. Such a 
mechanism is responsible for some 
other types of faints. 

MANY PARENTS are probably 
aware that BHA are often closely 
connected with temper, tantrums in 
which a child may shout, cry and 
kick about wildly following some 
frustration. An attack may develop 
during a tantrum, or Instead of one . 
However, that isn't the whole story. 
In other children with BELA, es- 
pecially the second variety, the 
provoking factor seems to have lit- 
tle if any direct emotional compo- 
nent. For example, such children 
may typically develop an attack 
after falling or receiving a knock; 
thus mild to moderate pain appears 
to be the stimulus responsible. 

When they see a BHA for the first 
time, many parents, like my two 
readers, are naturally anxious to 
know whether this means the child 
has epilepsy, i.e. a generalized 
tendency to recurring black-outs 
and convulsions. This worry Is 
perfectly understandable, but in the 
case of BHA misplaced. 

In its characteristic form, the 
precipitating circumstances, the 
evolution and the resolution of a 
BHA are quite distinct from those 
of an epileptic event. Usually on the 
basis of a careful and accurate ac- 
count of the attack alone, a confl-

EIGHTEEN MONTHS later, when 
I was serving as a soldier in 
Uzbekistan, after the Poles were 
amnestied due to the Stalin- 
Sikorski agreement, I realized for 
the first time where all these 
prisoners came from.

dent diagnosis of BHA can be made. 
It would be misleading for me to 
suggest that doubt never arises as 
to the exact nature of the attack. In 
these circumstances, I do refer the 
children involved, to a paediatric 
neurologist for a fuller investiga- 
tion, usually including an elec- 
troencephalogram (EEG) to 
measure the brain's electrical ac- 
tivity. These referrals, however, 
only comprise a small minority of 
all the cases. 

When a BHA is beginning, some 
strategy can usually be adopted to 
abort the full attack. Most parents 
of susceptible children quickly 
learn what is most effective for 
their child. Turning him upside 
down, splashing water on his face, 
pinching his ears or giving him a 
good shake are some of the methods 
my patients’ parents have 
employed with success. Preventing 
the attacks altogether is another 
matter, as no medicines are known 
to be of any value, and of course, 
since the condition is not an epilep- 
tic one, anti-epileptic drugs have no 
effect on their frequency. 

If the attacks seem to be 
associated with temper tantrums, 
then reducing, these 'will obviously 
be beneficial. Suffice it to say here 
that the less a child gains in any 
way from his tantrum, and this gain 
includes provoking signs of distress 
in his parents and the rest of his 
"audience," then the less he will 
throw tantrums. 

When the BHA seem to be in- 
itiated by a non -emotional factor, 
treatment is more problematic. 
Fortunately most parents do quick- 
ly discover a method of cutting the 
attacks short. Otherwise they often 
have no choice but to wait patiently 
both for the particular attack and 
for the tendency to have one to stop. 

At least they may remain secure 
in the knowledge that no harm Is 
likely to befall their child. When the 
attacks do finally cease, everyone 
concerned can then take a 'deep 
breath — of relief.

I tried to establish some sort of 
contact. They reminded me of the 
Arabs, and I believed that, as a 
Jew, I had something In common 
With thorn.

ONLY ONCE did I meet a suitable 
translator, a former Red Army of- 
ficer. He had been stationed in 
Uzbekistan before he committed 
some misdemeanour and the long 
arm of NKVD brought him to the 
camp. The story of the -Uzbeks he 
patiently translated for me was one 
typical of the Soviet occupation in 
every country behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

One fellow was a shopkeeper, 
who had been imprisoned after his 
business was nationalized. Another 
was a teacher who was suspected of 
separatist nationalist tendencies. A 
third was a mullah from the village 
mosque. 

Then there was a young shepherd 
who inadvertently crossed the 
border with his flock into 
Afghanistan and spent some time 
there. He did nothing wrong on the 
other side of the border, but upon 
his return was arrested, together 
with his whole family, including 
grandfathers and uncles. He spent 
over a year in varioup NKVD jails, 
and two years doing farm work In a 
comparatively more comfortable 
prison camp in Central Russia. He 
had another six years to serve and 
this was his second month in Komi. 
He had little hope of ever seeing his 
family again. 

There was also a merchant who 
illegally transported a sack of salt 
from one place to another and a 
fellow whose land was taken to set 
up a collective farrp. Most of the 
prisoners were guilty of minor 
irregularities and their sentences 
were part of the enforcement of a 
new, brutal regime. 


silence revealed more than It con- 
cealed. 

After several months hundreds of 
miles of travelling across Bucara, 
the connection between the Moslem 
Soviet prisoners r had seen in the 
camps and the deserted areas of the 
towns became clear to me. 

My army camp in Guzar 
bordered on such a ghost quarter. 
Empty houses lined empty streets 
and silence filtered everywhere. At 
first I thought that natural migra- 1 
Mon was part of the Middle Asian 
way of life. I pursued my Inquiries 
in the neighbourhood's collective 
farm, but to no avail. 

But some of my Polish colleagues 
were luckier. The Uzbeks soon 
learned what Poles thought of the 
Soviet regime and developed a 
special kind of admiration for 
them. Slowly the truth emerged. 
There had been many purges in the 
area and all those who tacitly op- 
posed the Russian administration, 
who had quareiled with local 
quislings or who were simply 
suspected of having dissident 
leanings were evacuated and 
resettled or despatched to the penal 
camps. 

COLONIALISM,' Soviet-sty re, relies 
on the subjugation of an alien socie- 
ty from the Inside. In Uzbekistan 
the ruined national monuments, 
mosques, castles and mosaics 
testify to a once glorious past. The 
Bokharian emirate lost its fn- 
depence during the. 19th century 
and the Soviet regime established 
itself in 1922. As late as 1932 the 
Basmnchl marauders were still 
fighting for Uielr independence. But 
Budienny's cavalry succeeded in 
crushing them after a long 
struggle. The borders were tightly 
sealed and the destruction of the 
Islamic society continued 
relentlessly. 

The “revolution" was carried out 
in Soviet Asia almost exclusively by 
Soviet officials, the Red Army and 
the NKVD. It was only in more re- 
cent years that the Russians found 
a sufficient number of local 
collaborators to set up a mixed 
Uzbek-Russlan regime. With time, 
more and more Uzbeks abandoned 
their resistance and declared their 
total subservience to the new 
regime. In Uzbekistan, even more 
than in Poland, I learnt how tt 
territory occupied' by Soviet forces 
can be granted the status of an 
"independent" republic with its 
own "government” and official rul- 
ing class. There was hardly a 
strategic position which was not 
occupied by a responsible “imported" 
Russian, Byelorussian of Ukrainian 
dignitary. And there were also Red 
Army units, the NKVD, the militia 
and tough border guards. The local 
press was but a pale image of 
"Pravda" or "Izvestla." 

The Soviets ruthlessly imposed 
their new order. But when I was 
there, almost 40 years ago, there 
was little to make proud of their 
achievements. The population was 
extremely primitive. There was 
hunger everywhere. Typhus and 
malaria were rampant. And the 
people maintained a resentful, in- 
troverted attitude towards their 
rulers. 

All the mosques were closed, 
destroyed or converted into local 
clubs or party offices. It was only 
later that the Soviets saw in, Islam 
potential for furthering their in- 
terests. Then they allowed the par- 
tial restoration of a number of such 
edifices. 

Perhaps the occupation of 
Afghanistan will finally - arouse the 
Interest of the Islamic countries In 
the methods the Soviet Union has 
use d on previous occasions to con- 
solidate its control over Moslem 
central Asia. □

TEL AVIV. — The Mizrahi Bank 
will raise IL400m. by floating- a 
rights issue to obtain funds to buy 
the government's controlling share 
In the Tefahot BanBt Aharon Melr, 
.director-general of Mizrahi, said 
yesterday In discussing the bank's 
1979 balance sheet. 

He added that the rest of the 
fun ds would be raised Internally 
from Mizrahi's own resources. The 
banking group’s balance sheet 
showed a growth of 25 per cent In 
real terms ift 1979, to stand at 
IL58.2b. The group's profits grew 
by 42 per cent in real terms, to 
stand at IL273m.. after tax. 

"Although the Economic Cabinet 
has approved the sale of the 
government's shares to us, we still 
have several more steps ahead of 
us before we acquire control," he 
said, adding that he believed the 
deal would go through as planned. 
Buying the government's shares 
would he the "largest single ac- 
quisition" of the Mizrahi group 
since Its founding. 

Meir also hoped to reach an 
agreement with the other two prin- 
cipal shareholders, Clal and Israel 
Investors Corporation, whereby 
they would continue to hold on to 
their shares in Tefahot. 

He stressed that no changes were 
contemplated In Tefahot after 
Mizrahi took It over. “Both the 
management and the stall have 


shown high competence and devo- 
tion to duty in the past, and there Is 
no reason why . they should fear tor 
their future.” Tefahot salaries, now 
based on civil service rates, would 
be adjusted to those of the Mizrahi 
group. “Since we are not the 
leaders in the banking world in pay- 
ing our employees, I don't think the 
upward adjustment in wages will be 
too significant." 

Turning to the anti-inflation 
economic policy being Instituted by 
Finance Minister Tlgael Hurvitz. 
he said that In the past the main 
factor In that struggle had been the 
monetary steps taken by the Bank 
of Israel. “But it takes both 
monetary and fiscal measures in- 
cluding cutting the national budget, 
to bring Inflation under better con- 
trol,” Melr said. He painted out that 
the successful drop in the index In 
December “doesn't mean success 
any more than the leas-than- 
expected drop In the Index for 
January spells failure.” 

Despite the joint monetary and 
fiscal means now being used to 
fight inflation, he expected it would 
be “high in 1980 -although lower 
than in 1979. And the inflationary 
spiral will bring to bear plenty of 
pressure on the banks, so they will 
have to step up competition and 
begin to coddle customers more." 

As for the 1979 balance sheet of 
the Mizrahi bank and its affiliates, 
attempts were made to put the 
figures into proper perspective by 


New IMF credits for Egypt negotiated 


CAIRO (Reuter) — The Director of 
the Middle East operations of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). Abdul Shakur Shaalan, said 
yesterday Egyptian ministers and 
a six-man IMF delegation were 
close to agreement on a new ex- 
tended credit facility tor Egypt. 

But he declined to confirm the 
figure of more than fib: mentioned 
by Egyptian Finance Minister All 
Lutfl last week. 

Dr. Shaalan said there would be a 
final session today and tbe delega- 
tion would leave for Washington 
tomorrow after eleven days In 

Egypt- 

He also declined to confirm Cairo 
press reports that the question of 
Arab funds deposited in Egyptian 
banks had come- up in the talks. 

The Arab depositors have com- 
plained to the IMF that Egypt has 
frozen the funds. Egypt denied the 
claim but said interest payments 
were suspended pending a re- 
evaluation of the economic situa- 
tion. 

Egypt would use the extended 
credit facility, if approved, to offset 


a budget deficit estimated at $1.7b. 
this year. 

It would replace a 1978 agree- 
ment which gave Egypt the right to 
withdraw $720m. over three years. 

Egypt was able to withdraw only 
$70m. because it failed to meet cer- 
tain IMF limits on inflation and on 
the size of the budget deficit. 


generally quoting a "nominal in- 
crease*' (l.e.. one based on in- 
flation), and a "real Increase" (l.e., 
one based on deflating figures to 
take inflation into account.) 

Moreover, although the latter 
method gives a much better indica- 
tion of the true state of affairs, Melr 
noted (and his deputy director- 
general, Dov Naveh, added laterj 
that the "real increase” was based 
on the index rising 102.3 points in 
1979. lit really rose by ill points, 
but since the bank drew up its 
figures during December, it had to 
use the figure of 102.3 points, which 
indicates the Index rise for the first 
eleven months of 1979.) 

The increase In the exchange rate 
of the dollar is based on a similar 
calculation of 11 months, and 
stands at 85.9 per cent. The bank's 
asserts are roughly half In Israel 
pounds and half In dollars. 

The group's capital means grew 
by 60 per cent in nominal terms, to 
stand at IL1 ,400m., and this In- 
crease was achieved from the 
group's own resources, without 
floating any issues or obtaining 
funds from outside sources. 

Deposits with the group grew by 
31 per cent in real terms, to stand at 
IL34.6m., while foreign currency 
deposits increased by 04 per cent In 
real terms. 

As in previous years, the bank 
continued its policy of advancing 
loans to the productive sector 
"even if we could have made more 
money “with other types of loans," 
Melr said. A full 34.3 per cent of all 
loans went to industry, 19.3 per cent 
to servicies (which includes 
tourism 1, and 9.9 per cent to 
agriculture. The rest is scattered. 
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Aharon Melr 


Net profits for the group after 
taxes (“despite the tax on in- 
flation”) grew to 114273m., an in- 
crease of 42 per cent in real terms. 
As tor the bank itself, its net after- 
tax profits were IL229m.. which 
showed a real increase of only 5 per 
cent. Indicating that the lion’s share 
of the growth in profits came from 
the bank's affiliates. 

(The bank is giving a 15 per cent 
cash dividend and a 35 per cent 
bonus share dividend (25 per cent 
last year). 

Mizrahi added five new branches 
in 1979, bringing its total number up 
to 66, and it plans to open a branch 
in Eilat this year. 

As for Its plans for operations 
abroad, it hopes to upgrade Its 
representation in Zurich to a bank 
and has applied tor a license to do 
so from the Swiss authorities. In 
New York, its UMB Bank and Trust 
Company, which opened In May, 
1978, showed a profit of 3168,000 at 
the end of 1978 and of Sim. at the end 
of 1979. Its balance sheet stands at 
5115m. 

The group increased its staff 
from 1,714 at the end of 1978 to 1,981 
at the end of 1979. “In line with the 
government's budgetary cut-backs, 
we hope to freeze that figure at the 
present level," Meir said.

HAIFA. — The port here Is ex- 
periencing a deep recession, the 
like of which is not remembered 
during the winter months, normally 
the high season of the year. It is 
feared that the slowdown will 
gradually affect the economy as a 
whole. 

The port is working at only two- 
thirds of capacity for lack of 
cargoes, manager Moahe Haral 
told 77ie Jerusalem Post yesterday. 
Several hundred stevedores are idl- 
ed every day, and although they 
draw thelr-base pay, they lose their 
premiums. 

Citrus fruit loading, which usual- 
ly provides the main employment 
during the winter, has also been 
sharply reduced tor several days. 
Fruit is not reaching the port 
because the rain has made picking 
in the muddy orchards very dif- 
ficult. In addition, power cuts have 
reduced the capacity of the packing 
houses, causing a further delay. 

While- at this time of year exports 
should be at their height, with a 
quarter million cases loaded daily, 
the rate dropped to only 110,000 
cases on Monday and a disastrously - 
low 30,000 yesterday. 

The director of the Shippers 
Council, Arieta Mehoulal, told The 
Poet that imports have fallen off by 
30 to 40 per cent over the same 
period last year. For lack of 
cargoes the shipping companies, in- 
cluding 23m, have already taken 
several ships off the Israel run.

Saudi gold reserves 

LONDON (UPI). — Saudi Arabia 
plans to build up its gold reserves to 
58.8b. by the end of 1980 and then by 
a further 53.05b. a year, gold and 
currency expert Julian Philips said 
yesterday. 

According to Philips, the first 
purchases, totalling 3,000 tons, took 
place 'between July 15 and 
September 12 last year. 

Most of these purchases will 
probably come from the Soviet 
Union, thus removing a large 
source of supply from the marker

TEL AVIV. — Lufthansa operates 
10 weekly round-trip flights to 
Israel, more than any other Euro- 
pean airline. It has brought a 
greater number of tourists to Israel 
than any other European airline, 
Lufthansa's representative here, 
Norbert Kohl, told reporters yester- 
day. 


Lufthansa intends to add 12 air- 
buses, seating 249 passengers each, 
to its spring flights on the 
Germany-Israel route in respon T 
to the growing demand during 
Pessah, Kohl said. The airbuses 
will replace the smaller Boeing 727 
planes. 

Last year Lufthansa flew 90,377 
passengers to and from Israel. 


marking a 20.3 per cent rise over 
3978. Kohl said. 

Lufthansa at the end of this year 
intends to open the largest cargo 
terminal of its kind in Frankfurt at 
an investment of over 200m. marks. 
The terminal will have automatic 
reservation and other modern ser- 
vices, Kohl said. 

The airline managed to keep Its 
fare Increases below tbe amount 
recommended by IATA due to the 
stability of the German mark. Con- 
tributory factors are the airline's 
modern aircraft, which do not guz- 
zle large amounts of fuel. Kohl said. 

Lufthansa intends to fight charter 
flights which violate existing 
regulations. The line will demand 
that Transport Minister Haim Lan- 
dau enforce the law regarding the 
charter companies.

reportedly added. 

Egyptian attention is particularly 
focused on the western frontier, 
where Libyan “military concen- 
trations" have been reported 
recently. Currently closed to 
civilians, the bonier area has been, 
declared a military zone. 

- Egypt and Libya have been 
feuding politically since 1973 over 
Middle East peace policies and 
bilateral Issues. They fought a six- 
day border war In July 1977 as 
Libya deepened its alliance with 
Moscow, to Cairo's dismay. 

McGIffert's visit here comes as 
President Anwar Sadat appears to 
be trying to replace Israel as a 
protector of western Interests 
against Soviet penetration of the 
region. 

Current Egyptian military 
strategy includes providing 
facilities for U.S. military 


operations In the Middle East, 
possible airlift aid to repel pro-

and the Gulf states, and training 
Afghan Moaelem rebels combating 
the Soviet invasion. 

In a briefing with foreign cor- 
respondents, All recently made the 
following points: 

• With the advent of peace with 
Israel, Egypt will trim its 
390,000 strong combat force, but will 
qualitatively boost its military 
strength by modernizing equip- 
ment. 

• The Egyptian reaction to a new 
war between Israel and Syria would 
depend on which side triggers the 
fighting. 

Ali appeared to be reiterating 
statements by Premier Must&pha 
Khalil that If Damascus initiates a 
confrontation, Egypt would not 
move to help the-Syrians, but would 
take action if Israel attacked first 


F-16s FOR EGYPT

was authorized 75 F-16's. Delivery 
of those planes bqgan last month. 

Israel had initially sought 190 F- 
16's, but that figure was cut in half 
by the administration. 

According to sources here, the 
decision on the F- 16 's to Egypt was 
made last Friday during a meeting 
at the White House between Carter 
and! several of his senior, foreign 
policy advisers. 

The sources noted that the deci- 
sion was accompanied by “In- 
dications" that the administration 
may also agree soon to authorize 
sale of the more advanced F-15 
.fighters to Egypt — as the Egyp- 
tians have requested. 

But so far, they said, no final 
decision on the F-15's has been 
made. 

- -Political observers here believe 
the 38 F- 16 's could represent only 
the first instalment of a larger sale 
to Egypt during subsequent years. 
Thus, they pointed out, the ad- 
ministration could come in with a 
second request for more planes for 
Egypt next year. 

There was no word here yester- 
day that the administration has 
reached any final agreement on the 
number of advanced M60A3 tanks 
to be provided to Egypt. Earlier in- 
dications have suggested that the 
administration was considering 
600-900 of the tanks. 

Congressional opponents of the 
planned F-16 sale to Egypt — most 
of whom are among Israel’s best 


friends In Congress — were upset 
yesterday that the Carter ad- 
ministration was Justifying the sale 
by referring to Weizman's alleged 
comments. 

As part of the 1978 package, 
Egypt was authorized 50 F*6E’s, 
but that sale is being held up 
because of Saudi refusal to provide 
funding. 

Last year, Egypt started receiv- 
ing 48 F-4 Phantoms financed by 
some 81 . 5b. In U.S. military credits 
which were included in the peace 
treaty aid package. 

The U.S. is also expected to 
finance the proposed F-16 Bale. In 
the pending foreign aid bill, Egypt 
is slated to receive $350m. In 
military credits,' but that figure is 
expected to more than double next 
year. 

Since the signing of the 1975 S1 p«i 
H accord, the U.S. has slowly 
become Egypt's main arms 
supplier, replacing the Soviet 
Union.

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Humbling the U.S. 



IN DE ALIN G with blackmailers, especially when a threat to the 
lives of innocent hostages is involved, there is often no alter- 
native but to submit to some of the extortionists' demands. 

What is true of persons is no less true of nations. The U.S. is 
now engaged in putting the final touches on an agreement with 
Iran which will lead to the release of the American hostages 
held by radical students in the U.S. embassy in Teheran for the 
past three -and- a -half months. 

Washington has held out against the original Iranian demand 
that it hand over the former Shah to stand trial before a 
revolutionary court in Teheran. It is now prepared to agree to a 
less offensive charade in which a special international 
"tribunal" will be set up to investigate and rule on the Shah's 
crimes. 

The five-member panel, selected by UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, is to include emissaries from France, Sri 
Lanka, Venezuela, Algeria and Syria — a composition that does 
not inspire any great confidence in the quality of the justice that 
is likely to emerge from the "trial." 

What is apparently holding up an accord is a last-minute 
toughening up of the Iranian attitude. Teheran now demands 
that, before the hostages are released, Washington admit that it 
had interfered in Iran's internal affairs, promise not to do so in 
the future, and recognize Iran's right to seek the Shah's ex- 
tradition from Panama, where he is now residing. 

It is, In fact, not entirely certain that even American accep- 
tance of such demeaning conditions would satisfy the appetite of 
the hostages’ jailers. Their own minimal demand remains the 
cession of the person of the Shah, and they have so far treated 
orders by Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, the newly-elected president, 
with a nonchalant shrug. 

America's best hope at the moment is that the more 
pragmatic Bani-Sadr will prevail over the hotheads, even if that 
means making concessions to the blackmailers. 

Those urging the U.S. to use force to spring the hostages may 
have forgotten that Israel, too, was willing to accede to the 
demands of the PLO hijackers at Entebbe — before the aerial 
rescue operation was shown to be feasible. 

Such an operation is plainly not feasible in the case of the 
American hostages. One of the lessons that their captors may 
have learned in the meantime is that of Entebbe. 

Yet it would be utterly wrong for the U.S. to underplay the 
humiliation to which it will be subjected if the mooted deal is 
finally consummated. At the very least, an inquiry by "world 
public opinion" into the crime of past tyrannies should also have 
placed In the dock such still living monstrosities as Idi Amin, 
Jean-Bedel Bokassa, and Pol Pot. 

To single out Mohammed Reza Fahlavi for special “judicial" 
treatment is simply a consequence of the political fact that he 
was not a Mend of the Soviet Union, or France, or Libya, but the 
United States. 

Moreover, for the U.S. to simply forgive end forget the savage 
assault by Khomeini’s emissaries on the hallowed principle of 
diplomatic immunity, is to sanction in advance the dissolution 
of any sembla nce o f international order._ 

It Is also to stamp the U.S., -ostensibly a super-power, as a 
weakling incapable of protecting its own citizens and diplomats 
and of exacting due retribution for harm done to them. 


Teachers vindicated 


THE JERUSALEM labour court’s verdict recognizing that 
teachers’ wages are linked to those of the engineers cannot but 
evoke a welcoming cheer from a harassed public. The decision 
means an end to the rash of work sanctions and strikes that has 
troubled the country's schools since last December. 

It was the education minister, ^evulun Hammer, who brought 
the matter for decision to the bench, after the Civil Service Com- 
missioner and the Treasury opposed the teachers’ wage parity 
claim. Finance Minister Yigael Hurvltz declared that the 
court’s judgement would be binding and he would pay the bill, 
even if be had to print the money. 

His statement makes it unlikely that the government will 
appeal the decision to the National Labour Court, as has been 
suggested by some Civil Service Commission officials. 

What is not yet settled is how big the bill is going to be. The 
engineers say that the allowances (for special duties and 
academic degrees) they received in their last bout of wage 
negotiations, concluded last September, put them only 16 per 
cent ahead. The teachers claim that the labour court’s award of 
these allowances to them will increase their salaries by 20 to 27 
per cent. A government spokesman yesterday put It at only 8 to 
10 per cent. 

There Is room here for angry argument. Yet the court’s ruling 
has already removed much of the sting from the teachers' 
bitter complaint of neglect and discrimination. This should 
enable the two teachers’ unions to waive their insistence on the 
immediate implementation of the Etzloni . Commission’s 
proposals on teachers' pay, working conditions, and status. 

In its report, submitted in December but not yet approved by 
the cabinet, the commission suggested that all teachers be in- 
cluded in a uniform, 15-grade pay hierarchy according to ex- 
perience, function and academic qualification, and that their 
salaries be raised by 30 to 60 per cent to bring them into line with 
similarly qualified professionals. 

What is important now is to call a halt to' the wage race. Any 
attempt by the engineers to widen the differential again by 
demanding yet another pay increase is doomed to failure. As 
Mr. Hurvitz keeps pointing out, there is no money left — certain- 
ly not to finance a perpetuation of this collective leap-frogging 
exercise by the professional occupation groups.

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Getting down 
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The Labour Party is fit and ready to return to govern- 
ment, says its secretary-general, Haim Bar-Lev, in an in- 
terview with Post Political Correspondent MARK SEGAL. 
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THE LABOUR PARTY'S reaffir- 
mation of confidence in Shimon 
Peres means that the country's 
largest political movement can now 
get on with its proper business of 
bringing down the Likud and ready- 
ing itself for elections. This Is the 
-considered view of party secretary- 
general Haim Bar-Lev. 

He assumes that the Begin 
government will last its full term 
until 1981, though "there are any 
number of banana peels for them to 
slip on." He says that the "Hurvltz 
honeymoon will be over earlier 
than the Likud expects." Hurvitz 
says he has no money, Bar-Lev 
notes, and "yet he pours billions 
Into Gush Emunim, and then 
camouflages himself with phoney 
claims that (building) a flat In 
Rishon Lezion costs more than In 
the West Bank." 

His party's Central Committee 
vote on the leadership issue was a 
salutary experience, he points out. 
"Its a pity none of the many 
reporters at our meeting bothered 
to mention in what a civilized and- 
res trained way Labour conducted 
its debate, compared to the rowdy 
and unbecoming behaviour at 
meetings of Herat, the Liberals, the 
NRP and Agudat Israel." 

He, for one, opposes setting up a 
Britlsh-style Shadow Cabinet, 
because it presupposes a non- 
coalltlon system unimaginable un- 
der Israeli conditions. The party 
leadership can be seen In the 22 
members of the secretariat plus 
those of the economic and political 
committees. Labour is certainly 
ready to take on the Likud he says, 
having a programme and the team 
to implement it. Their slogan will 
be "continuity and change." Bar- 



Lev expects that at least half of the 
members of any future Labour 
Cabinet will be entirely new faces. 
As to his future position, a hint 
emerged when I tried to draw out 
his reaction to the advice offered by 
Ezer We inn an that Feres should 
choose only Bar-Lev for his defence 
minister. Bar-Lev's cautious reac- 
tion: "I won't serve in Just any 
position." 
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THE FORMER minister’s affabili- 
ty vanishes when he speaks of the 
"Likud’s misrule." The public, he 
fears. Is not only being misled, but 
also misinformed. Otherwise he 
cannot explain the mild reaction to 
such scandals as the preferential 
treatment given Ya'acov Meridor's 
company and Agriculture Minister 
Sharon’s conflict-of-interest over 
his ranch. 

Talking of scandals, shouldn't 
Labour be slightly uneasy over 
revelations In Asher Yadiln’s 
memoirs? The party secretary- 
general says something would be 
really amiss if anyone paid atten- 
tion to charges raised by a con- 
victed felon, as if the rule In public 
life were that mud always sticks. 
The courts are there to substantiate 
charges of illegal conduct;, 
otherwise, it Ls Idle gossip being ex- 
ploited by interested parties.

WHAT OF the electorate's dilem- 
ma in being confronted by a party 
whose members represent such 
polarised positions as those of Yosai 
Sarid and Amos Hadar?

This ls why 
"the beginning of wisdom is the 
fear of God." (Psalms CXI, 10). A 
Halachic authority must at the 
same time be a virtual storehouse 
of all Jewish knowledge and 
demonstrate a personal life style 
that exemplifies that knowledge — 
in mi nutest detail. . 

The yeshiva has historically been 
and remains the repository of this 
type of knowledge and most of its 
students personify this life style..
